SETTING UP THE HARDWARE 

Setting Up The Hardware 

1 . Place the EZDVD+RW drive on a flat, stable surface and away from the desk edge. 

2. Attach the mains cable to the rear of the EZDVD+RW. 

3. Plug the mains cable into the wall socket and turn the wall socket switch on. 

4. Switch on the EZDVD+RW drive using the switch on the rear of the unit. 

5. Attach the interface cable supplied to the interface port on the rear of the EZDVD+RW drive, 
ensuring that it is pushed on firmly to prevent a loose connection. 

Your hardware is now setup and you should consult the "Device Driver Installation" section of this manual 
that is relevant to your chosen interface and operating system.

USB 2.0 

PC - Windows 98 & Windows 98SE: 

1. Setup your hardware by following the 
instructions under the "Setting Up The 
Hardware" section of this manual.

USING YOUR EZDVD + RW DRIVE 



Inserting Discs Into The Drive 

1. Press the tray eject button in the 
bottom right hand corner of the drive 
once. 

2. The tray will eject from the drive. 

3. Place the disc that you want to 
use on to the tray, ensuring that it 
is placed with the label side facing 
upwards and located within the 
circular locating slot. 

4. Do not push the tray back into the 
drive using your hand, you should 
always use the eject button by 
pressing it once to return the tray 
back into the drive. 



5. Your disc is now ready for use. 
Emergency Ejection of Discs 

1. Ensure that the power cable is 
disconnected from your EZDVD+RW unit 

2. Place a straightened out paperclip into 

the small hole situated at the front of the unit 

3. The tray should eject and you will now be 
able to remove any discs that were stuck inside 
the unit. 
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Reading Discs 

CD-ROMs & DVD-ROMs - You should 
follow the instructions in the user manual that 
accompanies the software for details on how to 
install or run the program. 

Audio CDs - When these are inserted into the 
drive the disc may automatically launch an Audio 
CD playback program like Windows Media Player 
or Real Player and start playback automatically. If 
this is not the case you will need to run an Audio 
CD playback program manually or possibly install 
one if your computer does not have one installed by 
default. You can find more information on Audio CD 
playback applications using any good search engine. 



DVD-Videos - To playback DVD videos 
on your computer you will need to use a 
software or hardware decoder to watch the 
film. Amacom supply a software decoder called 
PowerDVD (PC Only) with the EZDVD+RW 
drive, which when installed will albw the 
playback of DVD movies on your computer. 
Apple Macintosh users will be able to use the 
Apple DVD Player that is available from Apple's 
website. 



Writing Discs 

There are many different types of discs 
that can be created and recorded using the 
EZDVD+RW and the supplied software.

USB 2.0 Guidelines 



Do's: 

You can avoid some system 
lockups by waiting at least 30 
seconds after connecting or 
disconnecting any USB device. 
(This allows the system to re- 
enumerate the USB bus). Do not 
connect, disconnect or use any 
other USB device during this time. 

o NOTE: PC users must stop the USB 
cable by using the icon in the system 
tray. Mac® users should select the 
EZDVD+RW and drag the disk onto the 
wastebasket icon. 



o You can connect and disconnect your 
USB cable while your computer is on 
if you are using a Mao® or running 
Windows® 98, 98SE, ME, 2000 or 
XP. (To prevent any data loss, stop the 
EZDVD+RW before disconnecting the 
interface cable from the computer or 
EZDVD+RW). 



o You can optimise your USB EZDVD+RW 
drives performance by disconnecting 
other USB devices when using your 
USB EZDVD+RW. The performance of 
all USB devices decreases as additional 
USB devices are connected. 



o You can ensure maximum performance 
by connecting your EZDVD+RW 
USB cable directjy to one of the USB 
connections on your computer instead of 
to a USB hub or keyboard.

o If you did not reboot your computer 
after installing the Amacom® drivers, 
do so now. 



If you are connected to a USB 
hub, ensure the hub is connected 
correctly and has power. 



Check all connections. 

Make sure the drive system is 
receiving power. 



Try connecting the EZDVD+RW 
drive directly to one of the USB 
connections on your computer, 
rather than a USB hub or keyboard. 



Make sure you are using USB 
cables supplied by Amacom.
